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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Res tactions 
1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 

species of the claimed invention: 

1 ) the specifics of the device being comprised of a second plurality of conductive 
iayers interposed between the first substrate and the sealing member; and the first 
plurality of conductive layers and the second plurality of conductive layers are arranged 
in turn so tha, the second plurality of conductive layers do not ovenap .he firs, plurality 
of conductive layers [claims 1 , 33-36; 91-95 and 54-58; Figs. 2-8]; 

2) the specifics of the device being comprised of a second plurality of conductive 
iayers interposed between the first substrate and the first portion o, the sealing member; 
and the firs, portion of the sealing member along the first side edge, the second portion 
of .he sealing member along .he second side edge; and a third conductive layer 
interposed between the firs, substrate and the second portion of the sealing member; 
and the third conductive layer continuously extends along the second side edge for a 
length longer than a pitch of the second line (signal line) [claims 77-81]; 

3) the specifics of the device being comprised of a second plurality of conductive 
layers interposed between the first substrate and the first portion o, the sealing member; 
the first portion of the sealing member adjacent to the firs, side edge, .he second portion 
of the sealing member adiacen. to the second side edge; and a third conductive layer 
interposed between the first substrate and the second portion of the sealing member; 
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and ,ne third conductive layer continuously extends along the second side edge for a 
length longer than a pitch of the second line (signal line) [claims 82-86]; 

4) the specfflcs of the device being comprised of a second plurality of conductive 
layers interposed between the firs, substrate and the second portion of the sealing 
member; and a third plurality of conductive layers interposed between the firs, substrate 
and the first portion of the sealing member [claims 87-90]. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim appears to be generic.

„ „e limita.ions of an allowed generic Cairn as provided by 37 CFR Cairns
